seventy-three German reservites and 
a quantity of foodstuffs on board, were' 
declared prizes of war.

France and Russia hope that 


in the event that their armies 


h011 It! meet the worse reverses at 


DIRECT CABLE LINE 


TO GERMANY IS CUT 


BEYOND THE AZORES 


British Warships May Have Severed 


German-Atlantic Cable From 


New York to Emden. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


• New York, "Aug. 5.—Direct cable 
communication' with Germany was 
stopped today. The German Atlan- 
tic cable line from New York to Em- 
den, via the Azores, was cut about one- 
thirty a. m. at some point east of the 
Azores/ possibly by British warships: 
The Commercial Cable company, 
which operates the American end of 
tls line, made the announcement of 
the cutting today and refused to ac- 
cept messages for Germany. It was 
denied that the lines had been cut 
by British warships • on this side ot 
the Atlantic. The cable was working 
according to announcement as far as 
the Azores. 


• Charles P. Adams, second vice pres- 
ident of the Commercial Cable' com- 
pany, said there was no trouble with 
the regular Commercial Cable com- 
pany's line which runs from New 
York to Nova Scotia, and thence to 
points on the English coast. Com- 
munication with England over these 
lines was still being maintained. No 
hope was held out for any immediate 
restoration of 
communication with 
Germany over the direct line. 


Complete Isolation. 
The Cutting of the 
German cable 
between Emden and the Azores vir- 
tually completes the Isolation of Ger- 
many from communication with the 
outside world except as far as mes- 
sages may be exchanged by wireless. 
All direct communication with the 
United States is • severed. 
Hereafter 
all news of happenings lit Germany 
will have to filter through 
hostile

Business and Factory Block Between 


River Street and River is Still 


Farm Land. 


There is farm land right in the 
heart of the business district of the 
city of Janesville. This statement 
looks absurd, but nevertheless it is 
true for the city council in passing 
the resolution for platting of land on 
Ruger avenue at the meeting Tues- 
day afternoon brought out the fact 
that a section of land from the east 
side of River street to the east side 
ofi the Merchants'>and Savings bank 
and north on River street and the 
river bank to the railroad tracks is 
still unplatted and therefore 
farm 
land. 
Considering the city's tax roll this 
section of land which contains many 
business stores, the Blodgett Milling 
company, the Janesville Paper Box 
and Printing company and Electric 
light power plant, is nothing but farm 
land as it has never been 
platted. 
Needless to say the taxes fail to show 
that it Is farm land. Way back in 
the years in Janesville's early history 
this section of land was a. water power 
race-way and the 
now Milwaukee 
street was but an entrance to the old 
Hudson power mill, the land now be- 
ing owned by the Blodgett Milling 
company. Originally this was called 
the waterpower lots and they were di- 
vided into twenty-six parts and sold. 
This land was one of the flrst parcels 
of ground to be considered when the 
city was incorporated in 1863. 
For the simplifying of tax assess- 
ment the city will now plat the land 
and arrangements are being made for 
the work.

STRICT REGULATIONS 


FOR FEDERAL MEAT 


INSPECTION SIGNED 


New Regulation* Govern Slaughtertna 


of 
rood Animal. Will be .If. 
fectlve November Flrrt. 


The new meat 
inspection, jregula* 
tions governing the slaughtering of 
cattle, sheep, swine and goats, and 
the preparation of meat food products 
In 
inspected 
establishments, were: 
Eieaed-.br th« secretary, of agriculture 
July IB, 1914. 
- 
• 
All tie regulation* become .effec- 
tive November 1, 1914, except those 
governing imported meats, which go 
into effect January 1. 1615. 


Tfte department o* arrtettttuBe is 
limited by law to Jurisdiction ffVer 
the slaughtering and . packing «stai>- 
llshments which sell their product* 
in interstate or foreign 
commerce. 
These establishment! slaughter 
SO 
per cent of th« meat tm*d 
Im 
the 
United State*. The slaughtering iat.it 
packing establishments which sell 
their product wholly within the state 
in which the animals are slaugntered 
are beyond the jurisdiction of the de- 
partment. 
The new regulations, which pecupj 


87 printed pages, 
codify the many 
amendments and rulings made since 
the adoption of the old regulations on 
April 1, 1608, and also add to the re- 
quirements a number of features sug- 
guEsted by eight years' experience to 
meat inspection and conforming; wltn 
recent scientific discoveries'. 
> 
The more important change*, made 
as the result of the development of 
veterinary science and practical ex- 
perience in meat inspection, are as 
follows: 
Diseased Animal*. 
. 
The new reflations provide that 
inspectors shall make a rigid ante- 
mortem inspection, and 
if they find 
clear evidence in the live animal of 
a disease which unllta Its meat for 
food, they shall condemn the animal 
and prevent its entry for slaughter 
into the food-preparing departments 
of the establishment. The animal so 
condemned must be slaughtered in a 
separate place and put at once into 
the denaturing tank to be turned in- 
to fertilizer or other nonedlble prod- 
ucts-. 
This rule is more strict than 
the ante-mortem inspection prescribed 
in the old regulations. 
Heretofore, animals showing some 
evidence of disease on ante-mortem 
inspection were slaughtered on the 
same killing floors as healthy 
ani- 
mals, and were not finally condemned 
until they. were, subjected to post-mor- 
tem examination. 
Under the new rules, where the 
9nte-mortem inspector suspects a live 
animal of having a disease which 
might render it unfit for food, but is 
not certain of this condition he will, 
as 'in the past, mark the animal "U. 
S. Suspects." 
which will make 
its 
carcass subject to special post-mor- 
tem examination. 
The ante-mortem 
inpector is also authorized to detain 
the animal for 
further 
observation 
and taking of temperature in cases 
where that seems desirable In reach- 
ing a decision. 
All animals at the time of slaugh- 
ter, even though no symptoms of dis- 
ease are visible on ante-mortem exam- 
ination, are subject to 
careful post- 
mortem examination before the meat: 
can be -marked "U. 8. Inspected and 
Passed" and allowed to leave the es- 
tablishment.

Withdrawal of Inspection. 
The regulations prescribe that any 
inspected establishment 
which 
vio- 
lates any regulation may suffer the 
penalty of having all inspection with- 
drawn. This would mean that such 
establishments 
could 
not ship any 
meat 
in interstate 
commerce 
or 
abroad 
This is designed to strength- 


en^ the department's authority to com- 
pel establishments to observe sani- 
tary conditions. 
Packers' Permrts, 
In 
view of the 
present shortage 
and high prices of meat, and th«-fact 
that every 
pound 
of meat lhat Is 
condemned necessarily adds to the 
cost of producing meat that Is passed, 
the new regulations provide measures 
whereby the packers can sterilize and 
cook 
thoroughly 
certain classes of 
meat and. sell it . in cans or sealed 
containers labeled plainly "Second- 
class Sterilized." 
This sterilized cooked meat which 
the packers are to be permitted to 
sell as 
"Second-class. Sterilized" la 
the meat of portions of animals the 
fat of which the old regulations per- 
mitted 
the packers to make into 
edible lard and tallow. The process 
of rendering served to sterilize the 
fat and make It entirely hygienic. 
THe new plan extends the same prin- 
ciple so as to utilize th« lean portions 
of this meat which heretofore . pack- 
ers have not been allowed to sell for 
food purposes. 
This action 
follows 
scientific In- 
vestigations made by specialists of 
the Department, and by independent 
veterinarians and physiologists, which 
have made it clear that large quanti- 
ties of meat which are perfectly good 
food when thoroughly cooked have 
been condemned because of the pres- 
ence of strictly localized cysts or le< 
sions in animals. This meat Is of the 
type which the German and Austrian 
Governments have 
long permitted 
their packers to sterilize by cooking 
and sell at shops In a cooked condi- 
tion. 
This meat which. cooked, finds 
ready sale at a lower price than raw 
meat in Germany and Austria, con- 
sists of portions of the flesh of ani- 
mals which have localized cysts or 
lesions which make the Immediately 
affected muscle or tissue unsuitable 
for food, but which do not affect the 
remaining flesh of the 
animal .or 
render it unhealthful. Portions (uao; 
ally organs or glands) 
containing 
cysts or lesions are cut away ana 
condemned 
These cysts and lesions 
do not come from any of the highly 
dangerous diseases, for any indica- 
tions of which the regulations require 
the condemnation of the whole car- 
cass.

Under both the old and the new 
regulations, in cases where the dis- 
eased condition is trivial and strictly 
localized, the unaffected portion* of 
the carcass, which are free from .any 
suspicion ,of disease, are passed for 
food and allowed to be sold In tBu 
raw state.

On the other hand. 
and all parts diseased, 
rendering them unfit 
condemned. 
Between 
classes lies the class of meat which 
may * be 
sterilized 
under the new 
regulations. This consists of part* of 
carcasses believed 
to b« - -entirely 


healthful, but which come from car- 
casses affeote* to. a* somewhat great- 
er extent, than would allow the paw- 
ing of these" part*. for food in the raw 
state, because these carts may con- 
tain a chance cyst which. If eaten 
raw, -might load to tapeworm, 01 other 
diseases. These accidental, cysts or 
lesions, even if 'present, are 'rendered 
entirely harmless by thorough atetv 
ilizatton In cookin*.

HOW TO SEW ON BUTTONS 


(By- Miss Annabel Turner. Instruc- 
tor in Home Economics. University 
of Wisconsin Extension Division) 
"I'd rather do anything than sew cm 
buttons," says one young woman who 
does a good portion of her own sen-- 
ing.

Scheme la Firmly Rooted At Sound 


Business Principle in Wisconsin 


Sayt Public Affairs 


Board.

Madison, Wis., Aug. 5.—Co-operation 
as a business principle has taken firm 
root and is growing rapidly in Wis- 
consin, according to the state board 
of public affairs. 


Since July i, 1911, there have been 
organized in this state more than 200 
companies whose affairs are controlled 
and directed on the basis of "one vote 
for every stockholder and not more 
than one for any stockholder." These 
companies are co-operative associa- 
tions, organized for the most part by 
farmers engaged in the production of 
cheese and butter. 


"One 
man, one vote," is a new busi- 
ness principle in Wisconsin. Until 
1911, when the legislature passed the 
co-operative law, every company, co- 
partnership or corporation, was sub- 
ject 
to control by the principle 'of 
"one share of stock, one vote." The 
man who had one share of stock had 
one vote, and the man who had twen- 
ty shares had twenty votes. Today, in 
companies organized under the co- 
operative law, every man who has 
stock, whether one share or twenty, 
has one vote, and only one. 
The eagerness with which farmers 
who are engaged in some phase of 
dairying, have taken advantage of the 
law may be accounted for by the fact 
that they look upon co-operation as a 
weapon which the state has furnished 
them with which they can successful- 
ly fight trusts and combinations which 
heretofore have fixed prices and con- 
trolled also the supply and demand of 
butter and cheese. One instance of a 
successful fight through co-operative 
methods against a powerful combina- 


I tion la found in the now famous She- 
' boygan county cheese case. 
But some farmers did not at first 
understand the principle or recognize 
the benefits. The state board of pub- 
lic affairs has been called upon many 
times to assist in organizing associa- 
tions because the promoters found 
that many farmers and some lawyers 
did not understand the co-operative 
principle. It was the division of 
profits according to patronage or con- 
tribution that puzzled them. The 
board of public affairs, which 
has 
among other duties that of encourag- 
ing the devleopment of the state's re- 
sources, was asked by the Sheboygan 
county cheese producers to help them 
organize co-operative associations. 


Miles C. Hiley, secretary of 
the 
board, demonstrated to the cheese 
producers that the amount of money 


i made by a creamery or cheese fac- 
! tory depends entirely upon the amount 
of milk received from the patrons. He 
made it clear that the man who de- 
livers the milk of twenty cows to the 
factory contributes twice as much to 
the profits as the man who delivers 
the milk of ten cows (each cow giv- 
ing approximately the same amount 
and the milk test being the same), 


I and that it follows that the man with 
twenty cows should recieve twice as 
[much of the undivided profits remain- 
: ing at the end of the year as the man 
with ten cows. 


tinder the old law, a company de- 
siring to conduct a creamery or cheese 
factory business would 
have been 
organized on the basis of "one share 
of stock, one vote" and a division of 
profits as dividends on stock, regard- 
_ess of the amount of milk delivered. 
If the man who had-twenty acres hap-

The two hundred 
co-operative associations, thus far or- 
ganized under the 1911 law, include 
fruit growers in Monroe, Bayfleld and 
Door counties, livestock breeders In 
northwestern Wisconsin and 
potato

There are also co-operative stores and 
co-operative laundries. 


The co-operative law permits any 
number of persons, not less than five, 
to form a company or association for 
the purpose of conducting any agri-' 
cultural, dairy, mercantile, mining, 
manufacturing or mechanical 
busi- 
ness on the co-operative plan. No 
stockholder is permitted 
to hold 
shares aggregating a greater par value 
than $1,000 and 'no stockholder is en- 
titled to more than one vote. Stock- 
holders are permitted to vote by mail. 
The directors shall apportion the earn- 
ings by first paying dividends on the 
paid-up stock not exceeding six per 
cent, and there must be set aside not 
less than ten per cent of the 
net 
profits for a reserve fund until the 
reserve 
fund equals 30 per cent of 
paid up capital stock. Five per cent 
of the net profits shall be set aside 
for ah educational fund to be used in 
teaching co-operation. The remainder 
of the net profits shall be apportioned 
by uniform dividend upon the raw 
material delivered, if the association 
is a producing organization, or upon 
the purchases of shareholders if the 
association is a selling organization, 
and. 
in either case, the uniform divi- 
dend shall 
be paid also upon the 
wases and salaries of employes. One- 
half of the uniform dividend shall be 
paid upon the deliveries of raw ma- 
terial or purchases by the non-share- 
holders, whieh payment may be cred- 
ited to the account of such non-share- 
holders on account of capital stock of 
the association.

June 15th, and started at once for the 
foreign shores on a honeymoon trip. 
He will return via England in time 
to take up his duties as German and 
Latin instructor in one of .St. Louis' 
largest high schools next month. His, 
parents are anxiously awaiting a let-1 
ter from their son telling -of the War j 
conditions. The letter received lately 
follows: 
Lu.-iern, July 23, 1914. 


i Dear Mother:—Have just returned to 
Lucerne 
from our trip to Interlaken, 
in the heart of the high Alps. Went 
up by the cog-road today to the Eiger 


Glacier, at. the foot of the Jungfrau, 
one of the best known peaks in the 
Alps. We saw a great deal of very 
remarkable scenery despite the fact 
that it rained most of the time and 
obscured our 
view. 
As it was we 
spent most of the day in and above 
the clouds. 
• What 1 have seen of Switzerland 
in three days—and that is the best 
part of it—makes 
everything 
else 
look second-class. The scenery, the 
food, the architecture and even the 
cows are wonderful. Italy was very 
pleasing in many ways, but cannot 
compare at .all with this for genera! 
attractiveness. I wish I had' -much 
more time for it. 
If they spoke bet- 
ter German at Interlaken I would be 


inclined to stay some time. I could 
board at « flr,st class hotel there for 
less than I pay in a private family in 
St. Louis.
